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STATH OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 
MIDMONTHLY EMPLOYMENT - FACTORIES AND WORKS, YHARS 1929-30 & 1930-31. 


The Government Statist has been for the last two years collecting 
particulars of the number of hands employed in the Factories and Works 
of the State on or about the 15th of each month. The details herein 
for the year ended June 30, &930 are complete but the details for 1930-31 
represent a preliminary estimate based uyon returns covering aporoximately 
70% of the total and will be finalized as the outstanding Returns come 
to hand. The estimate, however, is not likely to be materialiy changed 
and therefore the monthly variations referred to herein may be accepted 
as reasonably accurate. Information as to the variations in monthly 
employment in the factories of the State is specially valuable in view 
of the period of depression experienced. The Graph at foot of this 
Bulletin indicates the monthly trend of employment from July 1929 to 
June 1931. ‘The continuous and heavy downward trend from February 1930 
to June 1931, - (from 102 to 66) is readily observed. As the Statist 
proposes to continue the collection of this information and to make it 
available Quarterly the graph will become a reliable index of the 
extent of improvement or otherwise in factory employment. 


For a ready understanéing of the variations the actual totals 
for the full year 1929-30 have been taken as the base - 100 in 
calculating the Index numbers,
